A SHOCKING affray occurred at John 
Cavagnero’s saloon in Comanche, Calaveras 
County, Cal., on the 21st, in which one man 
was mortally wounded and several others re- 
ecived serious injuries. R. T. Pope, T. A. 
Pope, Charles Brannock and one Wermoth, 
excited by liquor, engaged in a fight which 
necessitated the destruction of windows, 
tables, chairs and glasses. The proprietor 
induced them to leave, but Brannock sub- 
sequently re-entered the place with a shot- 
gain and discharged its contents into Cavag- 
nero’s neck and head with fatal effect. 
Michael Fox received a charge of shot in 
the face and onc of the Popes a bullet in his 
head. 

In an altercation growing out of an 
attempt to preserve the discipline of a 
country school ir Monroe County, Ill.,a 
few days ago, Robert C. Bailcy, the tutor, 
an estimable young man, was fatally stabbed 
by James Emmett McBride, a pupil scarce 
17 vears of age. 

H. A. Larrxe, a guest at the St. 
George Hotel, Dallas, Texas, walked up to 
the desk about midnight, on the 21st, and 
handed F. Parker, the clerk, a package to 
deposit in the safe. Parker stepped to the 
safe, when Little sprang at him with a drawn 
pistol, saying, ““Throw up your hands and 
say nothing,’’? and attempted to rob the 
safe. Parker called for the porter to help 
him, and wrested the pistol from Little and 
fired, shooting him through the body with 
fatal effect.

Ile reviewed the 
legislation on the silver question, showing its 
unfriendly character and contending that 
while silver had not been able to withstand 
it, gold would not have stood it any better if 
an assault had been -made upon that inetal. 
Asto the proposed withdrawal of silver certifi- 
eates, jhe argued these furnished a. bet- 
ter currency than would bank  Dills, 
which, if he understood the  proposi- 
tions of the President and ‘the : 
tary of the Treasury, it was proposed. to sub- 
stitute for certificates. By retaining silver 
certificates the Government avoids some cum- 
brous machinery and secures the profits on 
circulation, which, in the other ease, are given 
tothe banks.

Tre Senate was not in session, 20th...... 
The House went into Committee of the Whole 
on the private calendar. Six unimportant 
bills were considered, one of which was for 
the relief of soldiers unjustly charged with 
desertion during the rebellion. Mr. Randall 
expressed the hope that the Committee on 
Military Affairs would mature and report a 
bill giving tothe War Department power to 
grant such clemency, and thus relieve Con- 
gress of that class of business. Adjourned 
till 23d. E

Miscellaneous Items, 

The statement of the National Cotton 
Exchange for the four months ending De- 
cember 31 shows receipts at delivery ports 
of 3,846,814 bales, a deficit compared with 
the same time last year of 200,295 bales. 
Overland by rail routes to mills direct, 309, - 
078 bales, against 257,580 last year. North- 
ern spinners have taken this season 1,013,918 
bales, or an increase over last season of 
174,901 bales. Exports to foreign ports 
show a decrease of 325,598 bales to Great 
Britain, 82,788 to France, 74,198 to the Con- 
tinent, and 4,133to Channel ports. Canada 
has taken overland 19,770, against 12,109 
last year. The amount of the crop of 1881-2 
that has appeared in sight at delivery ports 
and overland points of crossing is 3,583,646 
bales, or 152,871 less than last year. The 
most important feature in the statement is 
an addition of 103,297 bales to the Virginia 
movement for the four months, over and 
above the aggregate returned to the local 
exchanges through their telegraph reports. 

The noted Thomas G. Boyd, who was 
recently killed by his nephew, Joseph Boyd, 
at Sweetwater, Monroe County, Tenn., had 
an eventiul career. In September, 1872, he 
was indicted in some eighteen cases for 


and collecting pension claims to the amount 
of $150,000. Realizing that conviction was. 
inevitable, he planned a novel mode of es- 
cape. The body of Samuel Bowles, a negro 
who had just died in Sweetwater, was disin- 
ferred and burned in a brush-heap, and a 
report circulated that Thomas G. Boyd had 
been assassinated and his body burned. The 
fraud was soon discovered, and some time 
afterward Boyd wascaptured in Canada. On 
the 31st of January, 1878, he was convicted 
and sentenced to five years inthe Penitenti- 
ary, and fined $5,000. THis life at Nashville 
was about as easy as that of Stokes in Sing 
Sing, N. Y. When his term expired Boyd 
returned to Sweetwater, became an active 
business man and Sunday-school worker, 
and was generally respected and very popu- 
lar. He was Mayor of the town at the time 
of his death. 
A singular accident is reported from 
Baxter County, Ark: Col. J. W. Burnett, 
‘while returning from a trip in the country 
on horseback, discoyered his coat on fire, 
caused by putting a lighted pipe in his 
pocket. While attempting to put it out his 
horse became frightened and ran away. This 
fanned the fire into a blaze, and he was 
shortly enveloped in flames, the fire stream- 
ing several feet behind as the maddened 
horse dashed along the highway. Barnett 
at last succeeded in jumping from the ani- 
mal and extinguished the flames by rolling 
upon the ground. He was badly burned, 
if not fatally.

dezew publie or charity schools. 

Aside from the whiskey, tohacco 
and snuff accounts, the societies are 
the next best thiegs to reduce ex- 
penses on in order to previde for 
sehools. Nearly all our towns of any 
size have from two to a dozen celored 
societies. Hew easy would it be for 
these societies, instead of renting from 
year to year separate halle, te put 
their meacs together, buy a piece of 
greund and ereet a building on it. 
The basement or lower floor should he 
set apart for a school reom. . By « lit- 
tle effert movey cond be raised te sup- 
pert a good teaeher, and right here 
all the orphans and peer children of 
members of the diflerent erders could 
attend scheol. It is net necessary for 
the societies to disband, or interfere 
the one with the other. Among the 
whites it is no uncommep thing for 
several ordera to have one cemmon 
Hall. 

Upou this point we agree with our 
correspondent. Further we could 
wish te see more harmony, a friendly 
spirit of emulafion ix all good things, 
and less strife and cat-threat business 
in the world generally. But we fear 
this a vain wish until the days of tbe 
millennium shall have come to rid us 
of the Adam that abides with us. 

However, Mr. ‘“‘ Daw” has illustrious 
authority in pronouncing all things 
vauity in the person of King Solemon, 
the reputed wisest man, who climbed to 
the highest pinnacle of human kuow!- 
edge, fame and power. Solomon ia 
gone, but the same old world is bere 
and will be here after Jack Daw’s 
day und ours. 





Farming Prospects. 


It is not strange that our farmers 
should feel diseouraged after toe auc- 
cessive years of poor crops. ‘The des- 
tructive drcuth occurring in-the midst 
of the growing season for the twe past 
years eo shortened the crops as to cut 
off their slender margin of profit aud, 
in many instances, to leave them in 
debt. It ia rather a subject for con- 
gratulation that the country survives 
uch a disaster in as good a cundition 
us we find ourselves to-day. 

There are many countries where a 
partial failare ia crops for one year 
produces such great suffering and pri- 
vations among the poor laborers as 
to eall for outside help. Here noth- 
ing of the kind has oecurred. True, 
as stated, some industrivnus farmers 
have come out in debt, and labkprore 
find themselves compelled to work hard 
for their daily support. Still there is 
plenty ef work in the country to be 
done, and ne actual suffering has come 
to light. 

Indeed, while this view does not re- 
duce us te despair, it nevertheless de- 
mands for the situation prompt thought 
and action by these iu pusition to 
make things better, viz.: our land own- 
ers and eapitulists, 

What is the situation. and what the 
remedy ? 

Almost empty-handed, after twe 
years of partial failures in his erops, 
the laborer and renter has scarcely 
any heart te begin work for the new 
crop. Indeed, many have lost stock 
aud farming implements avd have 
uothing to make a erup with. The 
land is poor and fears rise vp list an- 
otber unlucky season may wither whe 
growing crops. 

Under these circumstances merch 
ants are slow to advance supplies, and 
inclined to charge ruinous rates of ia- 
terest, all of which tends te further 
embarrass the laborer. 

Yet the land must be tilled, or the 
country suffer in all of its interests— 
not only the landlord and the tenant. 
but the merchant, the lawyer, the doc- 
tor, the teacher—all professions and 
trades must suffer—for here al] de- 
riye their support from the agricult- 
ural interests. 

The remedy for the situation is 
cheaper rents. The land-vwvers must 
meet the tenants on the half. way 
ground, and rent their land at living 
prices. Capitalists must open their 
purses and give employment to benest 
laborers. Then, with a good crop 
year, eontestment aud plenty will 
drive away present forebodings.

’ A Bourbon Straddle. 


How Wheeler, of AlaDama, Fawns 
and Fliatters to Beat the Man 
Whose Seat he Has Stolen. 


Some strange documents bearing upon 
election methods inthe South, Setbeontie, 
throwing much light vpon the contest pen- 
ding in the House between Lowe vs Whee- 
ler. It seems that Wheeler at the last 
November election was the regular Dem- 
ocratic nominee in the Eighth district of 
Alabama, and that Lowe wasthe Indepen- 
dent Liberal and —— ete 
against him; and, by the way, received a 
large majority of the votes. Wheeler or- 
ganized and carried on the canvass in the 
usual Bourbon style—only more so. His 
campaign documents, specimens of which 
are now before us, are too utterly and in- 
tensely utter for anything in the world. 
He charges Lowe with everything in the 
decalogue, with being a Radical and a scal- 
lawag, and, the worst of all the Stal wart 
Republicaus in the House. Hesays in a 
printed public letter to Lowe: 

“You chose a seat in Congress on the 
Republican side of the House, where your 
forty (40) nearest associates were thirty- 
eight (38) Radicals, mostly hard-money, 
national bank, high tariff Radicals, and 
two (2) Southern scalla men despised 
by the Southern people who live in their 
districts.” 

Again, he says, (all of these documents 
are signed Joseph Wheeler): 

“Colonel Lowe voted and worked with 
the solid Radical party and against the 
solid Democratic party tokeep soldierg at 
the polls to outrage and oppress Southern 
people and destroy free elections.” 

Again he says: 

‘Colonel Lowe's joining Republicans in 
opposition to his own people, of course, 
elicited commendation and compliment 
from the worst members of the Radical 

arty, and, as fitting to the occasion, Frank 
Srsesk. from Syracuse.N.Y., the very hot- 
test of all hot-beds of Radicalism, was one 
of the first to respond. This imperial 
Radical hater ana oppressor of our Southb- 
ern people thus replies to Colonel Lowe, 
our Southern Greenbacker:” ‘I do not de- 
sire to say more. Nothing need be said, or 
can be said, to strengthen the argument 
made upon the amendment offered by- my 
friend (Mr. Lowe) on this side of the 
House.” 

Again he says: 

“I show from the Conyressional Record 
that Colonel Lowe’s Radical associate 
Frye, of Maine, made an effort to radical- 
ize the House by preventing the seating of 
Noble Hull, a fairly elected Democrat from 
Florida, etc. It bas been a rule always 
acted upon by the Republican party to seat 
any and all Republicans who appeared 
with certificates, although notoriously 
fraudulent, and to keep them in their seats, 
voting upon all measures, until ousted by 
the rightfully elected Democrats after 
long and expensive contests. * * * Under 
‘such circumstances, to seat the Radical 
Bisbee, who had been defeated, in place of 
Governor Hull.who had been fairly elected, 
would have been a Waterloo defeat to the 
Democratic party. * * * As matters then 
stood eighteen (18) States were controlled 
by Democrats in Congress and eighteen (18) 
by Republicans, while the casting vote was 
held by De La Matyr, a Greenbacker from 
Indiana. Ifthe notorious Orth, of Indiana, 
was unseated, which seemed quite probable, 
the Democrats would have control of nine- 
teen (19) States.” etc. 

Again Wheeler says: 

“Garfield, Conger, Frve, Hiscock and 
Hawley, and all other radical haters of the 
Southern people, seemed for a time to have 
a satiation of their hate and a willingness 
to cease for a moment their oppression, 
but Colonei Lowe seems to have had no 
snch scruples.”’ 

These elegant extract (and we wish we 
had room for more) indicate cleerly that 
according to Gen. Wheeler, Col. Lowe has 
the record in the last House of a Stalwart 
Republican, Stalwart Greenbacker, Stal- 
wart Independent, or Stalwart anti-Bour- 
bon of some sort. And that when ‘Gar. 
field, Conger, Frye, Hiscock, and Hawley, 
and all other radical haters” of Bourbon- 
ism, wanted to ‘“‘let up,” as it were, Col. 
Lowe wanted to let down on the said Bour- 
houism worse than ever! Good for Col. 
Lowe! We are glad to learn it; and al- 
though it is rather roughly put, we freely 
forgive Col. Lowe for such Bourbon ev- 
idence of his good sense and patriotism. 
But it seems that right here the Alahama 
straddler wants to come in and make him- 
self solid?

And not that only, but lest good 
be done iu secret nnd thisuew convert get 
no credit for it, he has been industriouly 
printing these loyal letters and speeches 











and sending them brondcast to each and 
every Republican member of Congress. 
Not content with showing Lowe, im the 
canvass, a8 a quasi Republican, he now 
undertakes to show himself as something 
of the sume sort! Ina long letter printed 
last August in the memphis Appeal, he 
oulogizes the National Government and 
praises the Northern soldiers for their 
courage and . pati tism in overthrowing 
the rebellion and restoring the glorious 
Union. Indeed, forgetting every vile and 
abusive thing he lately suid ana printed 
in the canvass, he now says: 

“From the moment of peace I have felt 
it to be the duty of Southern soldiers to 
avoid actions,“or expressions even, which 
tended in any way to eontinue the feelings 
which war naturally engeudered.” 

And again: 

“The maintenance of distrust, disco: d 
and estrangement is inconsistent with civ- 
ilization and Christianity, and will retard 
progress and prosperity.” 

And again, with perhaps unconscious. re- 
ferance to his own canvass, he says: ~ 

‘“‘We must expect that the more unscru- 
pulous politicians will continued to say 
things, during a heated canvass, which are 
very improper and untrue, but I feel great 
confidence that only the more ignorant 
classes are influenced by them. * * * * 
feel that no opportanity should be lost to 
refute the falsehoods of demagogues and 
chariatans who, like the wrecker, live ap a 
the destruction they have wrought.” 

We cordially agree with Ger. Wheeler in 
these oe this is one of the occa 
sions, and now is the ver rtunit 
which ‘‘should not be lost re refute,” ont 
so on, ad libitum. But to be serious, Gen. 
Wheeler, it seems, is trying to play a very 
small game of

The inter- 
ruptions of the prisoner increased in 
violence, and frequently, till rein- 
forced by objection from Scoville, the 
clamor and din for the moment re- 
sembled a smal! Bable. 

Judge Porter continued his argu- 
ment amid a continued struggle to 
make his voice heard against the 
clamor and vile abuse of the prisoner. 
He elosed at.3 o‘elock, and 4n con- 
clusion said: 

“He who has ordained that human 
life be shielded by law from human 
crime presides over your delibera- 
tions, and the verdict which you will 
give to-day will be recorded where 
we are all to come at the great day, 
I trust the verdict will be prompt,and 
will uphold the majesty of the law, 
and reflect credit upon your integrity, 
and that the warniug shall reach all 
lands that political murder shall not 
be permitted to avenge political dis- 
putes. I trust you will so discharge 
your Cuty that, by your action at least, 
political assassination shall find ne 
sanction to make it a precedent here- 
after, and I hope the time will come 
when, by intentional agreement, the 
law shall be so strengthened that 
political assassins shall fiud no refuge 
on the face of the earth. The assas- 
sin of Garfield knew that against the 
law of God he was breaking, with 





but he did not know that ever his 
grave, if grave he is to have, would 
be. written this inscription: 

‘The grave of the cowardly assassin, 
the swindler andthe murderer,’ 
did not know when Garfield yielded 
up his life that the hand that aimed 
that pistol against his life wrote the 
name of James A, Garfield in char- 
acters of living light upon the firma- 
ment as radiant as if every letter was 
traced in living stars.”’

Guiteau Still Hopeful. 

Wasuineton, Jan. 26.—Seoviille is 
busily engaged in preparing his ap- 
cation for s new trial. His motion 
will be made Saturday, and Judge 
Cox will assign a day early next 
week upon which to hear the argu- 
ment. No one believes the smallest 
chance exists for a new trial. Gui- 
teau alone is sanguine. On entering 
the jail the evening after his convic- 
tion he laughingly called out, ‘ Well, 
boys, they breught in a verdict 
against me, but I'll get a new trial, 
and upset all this business—‘and 
don’t you forget it!’’’ He has is- 
sued another address to the Ameri- 
can people.

—Common plaster of Paris figures 





—To Cure Toothache.—Burn a letter 
on the bottom of a plate and collect on 
a piece of cotton the oil of paper that the 
burnt paper leayes and apply it to the 
cavity of the tooth. 

—A small piece of salt pork boiled 
with fricasseed chicken will give rich- 
ness to the gravy, and the flavor will be 
better than if nothing but butter is 
used. 

—A black walnut grove that was 
planted by a Wisconsin farmer about 
twenty years ago on some waste land 
recently sold for $27,000. The trees are 
now from sixteen to twenty inches in 
diameter. 

—In France when vinegar is to be 
made clean barrels are rinsed with old 
vinegar before the new substance is put 
in. The rinsing is said to make vinegar 
in about half the time required without 
this practice. 

—The best soil for meg is a moist 
clay loam, or a sandy loam with a clay 
sub-soil. Excellent pears are grown on 
very light soils, but these should be en- 
riched with manure and lime. Pears 


—The common practice of having 
night lights in the bedrooms of children 
is deprecated by Dr. Robert H. Bake- 
well. He says it has a most injurious 
effect upon the nervous system of young 
children. ‘* Instead of the perfect rest 
the optic nerves ought to have, and 
which nature provides for by the dark- 


petually stimulated, and, of course, the 
brain and the restof the nervous system 
Children thus brought up are 
excessively timid for years after on go- 
ing into the dark.” 

—Hungarian grass is a variety of 
millet, and both require the same cul- 
ture. The seed should not be sown un- 
til the hot weather, as this a tropical 
plant and thrives under the greatest 
summer heats. One peck of seed per 
acre is generally used. It should be cut 
when the blossom is in full bloom; if 
cut later it becomes hard, and the awns 
on the heads are hard and sharp, and 
are injurious to the stomachs of horses. 
When cut early this disadvantage is 
avoided. The hay is worth more than 
timothy. 

—Farmers need to have some knowl- 
edge of the internal structure of their 
live-stock in order to feed them under- 
standingly. Thus the horse has a small 
stomach, which needs to be supplied 
often and in small quantities. The 
cow’s stomach, on the contrary, is large 
and complicated, and capable of storing 
large quantities of food. Ilence fre- 
quent feeding is unnecessary, and is 
very likely to cause indigestion. Pigs, 
again, do better if fed as often as three 
or four times a day. 

—Pine sawdust makes the best and 
cleanest of litter, but it is apt to make 
the manure of horses bedded with it 
too dry and liable to burn and spoil. It 
is also too dry for use on light soils, al- 
though it is useful on clay to loosen it. 
Hardwood sawdust rots sooner than 
pine, and is of more value fer bedding. 
For cows sawdust is excellent litter, ab- 
sorbing the water and causing the ma- 
nure to be more pulverulent and dryer. 
As it holds moisture well it is not ob- 
jectionable on sandy soils, as is some- 
times supposed. Where sawdust can be 
produced cheaply it serves an excellent 
purpose, and should not be neglected as 
one of the sources from which a snpply 
of litter can be procured and the manure 
heap increased. 

—Stomach staggers is caused by indi- 
gostion and inaction of the stomach; the 
circulation in that organ is lessened and 
that of the brain is increased, with the 
result of causing giddiness and a sort of 
coma or partial insensibility. In the 
horse this trouble is akin to the sick 
headache, temporary blindness or affec-

The treatment is, first, to 
change the food so as to relieve the 
stomach, to free the bowels by a laxa- 
tive medicine, and then to use tonics to 
aid the stomach.

Sentimentalism and Ignorance. 


The annual deaths from chloroform 
in this country used to be about twenty. 
They were, probably, not more than one 
in ‘every 50,000 of persons.to whom it 
was given; but they were intolerable to 
those who felt in any measure responsi- 
ble, though blameless, for them, and 
many went back tothe use’ of ‘ether, 
which is safer, though less convenient 
Probably less than one in 50,000 die of 
it; but I saw one'die to whom -it.was 
faultlessly given, and he was so good 
and generous a man that I felt it would 
have been right to kill ‘a hundred ani- 
mals either to save his life or to find out 
why he died, and to be able in the: fu. 
ture to avert so awful a catastrophe. It 
is in reflection on cases such as this, in 
which lives are lost or health is im- 
paired for want of knowledge which 
seems to be within reach of experi- 
mental study, that medical men of: sci- 
ence feel justly impatient of the re- 
straint put upon these researches. ‘They 
know that such knowledge as they want 
has often been gained by experiments 
on animals; they know that the experi- 
ments made in this country are, both 
severally and in their total, far less 
pain-giving and far more useful than 
are either the shooting, hunting or fish- 
ing practiced by many and encouraged 
by nearly all of the best people in the 
land; they see all round them mere 
luxuries of dress and furniture, gathered 
at immense cost of pain and misery, and 
perhaps only a little’ more useful than 
might be obtained from animals killed 
for necessary food; and yet they find 
themselves selected for legislative re- 
straint and still exposed to public and 
private red gt of vile cruelty, abused 
in sensational meetings, and as much as 
possible hindered in the studies which 
even legislation would permit. Of 
course, among the opponents of experi- 
ments on animals there are several very 
different groups, and with some of these 
it is useless to appeal to reason. Some 
have committed themselves to the agita- 
tion and can not recede without dis- 
credit or more material loss, and some 
are carried on with so strong an im- 
pulse of a mind once made up that they 
can not pause for a revision of their 
judgment. But there are many who 
favor the agitation only because they 
are ignorant of the facts of the case; 
they have heard or read accusations of 
cruelty grossly misstated, and- have 
heard no defense or denial of them.— 
Sir James Pagt, in Nineteenth Century. 
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—Postmaster Pearson, of New York 
City, is about to use a new kind of letter 
box in one of the postal districts of the 
city, and if it is successful will introduce 
it in all the districts. On each of the 
new boxes will be posted a ecard con- 
taining a time-table giving the hours at 
which such collection is due at the gen- 
eral office. In addition to this, each 
box is to be provided with a movable 
card on which will be printed the hour 
for the next collection. This card will 
be removed by the carrier when he takes 
the letters, replaced by another giving 
the time of the next collection, and pre- 
s:nted at tiie Post-oflice as evidence that 
he has done his duty. It will thus serve 
not only as a guide to the public but as 
a guard over the collector, who can not 
neglect his work without detection the 
moment he delivers his letters at the 
office.
